Family Cow — 1950 Style 

Everyone occasionally looks backward nostalgi- 
cally to the days when lite was simple and most wants 
were satisfied by stricty local effort— hunting, trading 
and farming. Some even try to turn the clock back 
by crusading against "bigness" in modern industry. 
Eventually they will realize that their efforts are both 
futile and unwise. There are 150,000.000 people in the 
United States today— in 1840 there were 17,000,000, 
By 1975 governmen tpredictions place the population 
at a stagRering 225,000,000 souls. Along with the in- 
crease in population there has been a movement away 
from the land. In the early 1800's nine of every ten 
persons were farm workers; today, the ration of rural 
to urban dwellers is 1.8 in ten. 

It is idle to talk of the good old days. If it were 
not for efficient large-scale industry this country 
would be flat on its back. Nowhere is that fact more 
evident than in the utter dependence of consumers 
upon modern mass distribution. Recently the chain 
store industry commemorated a quarter century of 
progress in mass merchandising by both chains and 
producers — a quarter century which has placed more 
goods in the hands of more persons than any com- 
parable period in our history. It is because of this 
system of merchandising that people in the remotest 
communities have available the same goods and high 
merchandising standards to be found in the largest 
cities. It is also because of this system that consumers 
are assured of the lowest possible price. Competition 
and the necessity for high sales volume see to that. 

The America of the 1950*3 is a far cry from the 



Check the "Liberals"! 

While the American people have a hearty dis- 
like for socialism, they may one day wake up under 
its yoke. 

John T .Flynn, in his book entitled "The Road 
Ahead", describes how free societies change to some 
form of socialism. He points out that a primary step 
in that change is government operation of key in- 
dustries such as electric power. And the highly re- 
spected Brookings Institution, in a factual study of 
the rise of Hitler and Nazism, discovered the same 
pattern — first, seizure and control of key industries. 
These findings should be of deep significance to the 
people of the United States because there is a definite 
program within our country, sponsored by a small 
clique of public officials, for government operation 
of key industries — beginning with the electric in- 
dustry. This program coupled with excessive govern- 
ment non- defense spending, unless thwarted will lead 
to socialism. 

Man yof the promoters of government spend- 
ing and nationalization of industry are apparently 
not even aware of where they are taking the country. 
They are men of good will. They rank themselves as 
liberals. They arc free with the tax money of the 
people and easily accept the idea of government 
guidance, support, and coercion of the private citizen, 
supposedly for his own good. They abhor the brutali- 
ties of political oppression but they are sowing Its 
seeds. 

The menace in this situation is well illustrat- 
ed in the Southwest. There the public ownership drive 
gained added momentum recently when the South- 
western Power Administration devised a scheme by 
which it can circumvent congressional restrictions on 
Federal construction of steam-generating plants and 
transmission lines that duplicate existing investor- 
owned facilities. Several states are threatened with 
this Federal power monopoly and yet the people in 
th area are not aware of the danger. When questioned 
about it the farmers in the Southwest expressed 
strong opposition to government in the electric busi- 
ness but only 8 per cent of them had ever heard of the 
Southwestern Power Administration! 

It seems almost incredible that an alien political 
philosophy, such as socialism, could creep up on a 
peope who despise it but that is just what is happen- 
ing at an accelerating pace. It is time the self-styled 
"liberals" leading the parade be asked for an account- 
ing.
